to empower the Executive of the Jewish Agency to 
draft the final reply (reports the J.T.A. from 
Jerusalem). The Executive was instructed to sub- 
mit its considered views on the recommendations 
of the Inquiry Committee to the two Governments 
at the earliest possible date.

The conclusion of yet another of the secret 
sessions of the Inner Committee of the Zionist 
General Council! which on Sunday considered the 
Executive's draft reply to the Inquiry Committee's 
recommendations, as the British and American 
Governments had requested, continues to focus 
attention on the ignoring of normal democratic 
yarliamentary procedure by tbe Zioriist leader- 
ship.

Does 
our Sidra help us in any way to find a clue to’ this 
problem? Has there accumulated through the 
millennia deep down in the mind of the Jew a 
profound. dread and hatred of disloyalty per se? 
Does this express itself with particular intensity 
when he or she ts subconsciously aware of a 
personal weakness in this respect to his own Jewish 
people? This might explain why the Jew whose 
lovaliy to “the whole Divine Plan” of Israel is 
as unquestionable as was that of Eldad and Medad, 
is quite untouched by any dread of the “ dual 
lovalty "’ charge. Like those two prototypes of 
democratic free man, they are sure enough of their 
lovaliy to God and Israel not to fear the mouth 
of any man. Perhaps the splendid example they 
provided of the difference between free criticism 
and treachery, between manly independence and 
disloyalty, was in the mind of Moses when he 
exclaimed of them: “ Would that all the Lord’s 
people were prophets!” In the mixed multitude 
of Israel to-day the problem 1s sill one of loyalty 
but of loyalty to Israel and God's sacred plan, 
not of appearances and appellations in the realms 
of the transient nation states of the peoples.

WORLD WRITERS AND 
THE JEWS 


International P.E.N. Congress 


Resolutions of sympathy with the marivred 
millions of opean Jewry were unanimously 
adopted by the eighteenth International P.E.N, 
Congress, which was held im Stockholm last. week. 
Among those present was Viscount Samuel. 

One of the highlights of the Congress was the 
ovation given, at the closing session, to Mr. Jose 

efiwich, of London, who was a delegate of the 
~ York Yiddish Pen Club, following his speech 
on “ The Jews and the Pen.” 

After a graceful tribute to Swedish hospitality, 
Mr. Leftwich contrasted the plenty of Sweden with 
the desperate needs of ravaged Europe. As director 
of the United Jewish Relief Appeal, he said, he 
was in constant receipt of heartrending appeals. 

When he spoke at the 1941 Congress of P.E.N. 
in London, Mr. Leftwich went on, he said that he 
was convinced that the Jews and Yiddish and 
Hebrew literature had a future. That declaration, 
be added, was an act of faith, because Yiddish 
writers in the cradle of Yiddish literature were at 
that time being destroyed by Hitler. 

He had asked then what literature could be 
produced in the Lublin Reservation. He could tell 
them now that they wrote poems and sang in the 
ghettoes and the slave camps and on the way to 
their deaths in the crematoria. 

Mr. Leftwich described the appalling difficulties 


under which Jewish writers continued their work, 
ofien to the moment of their deaths, and how 
many had buried rare and valuable books and 
manuscripts to save them from the Nazis. Most of 


the Yiddish writers had been murdered. Of 37 
members of the Yiddish “Pen” in Poland, only 
12 survived 

Anti-Semitism Stull Rife 

Aftcr & poignant reference to the murder camp 
of Oswiecim, where nearly 3,000,000 Jews were 
killed. Mr, Leftwich pointed out that anti-Semitism 
in Poland and other parts of liberated Europe had 
pot disappeared with Hitler. 

In conclusion, Mr. Leftwich urged P.E.N. to do 
something about the Jewish problem. Quoting 
Frantisek. Langer, he said that P.E.N. had the 
power to make itself heard im the councils- of the 
whole world. A non-political attitude would 
amount to an indifference to moral questions. It 
was not enough to say, “ Never mind!” he added. 
Even Jews could not be sacrificed with impunity. 
The passion for justice, and the refusal to be quiet 


wnder injustice, declared Mr. Leftwich, was the 
fundamental teaching of ‘Judaism, the God-given 
ethic that should be binding on all mankind 


[he end of Mr. Leftwich’'s speech was the signal 
for a remarkable demonstration. The whole con- 
gress rose and there was prolonged applause. Prince 
Wilhelm embraced him, and Viscount Samucl. and 
many delegates congratulated him. 

Mrs. Rochel Korn, one of the few survivors of 

the Jewish Pen Club in Poland, reported on the 
posiion in Poland. 
“| come from. a country of graves,” she said, 
irom a country where 6,000,000) Jews from 
over Poland and every other country_of Europe

JEWS IN TRIESTE 


Discrimination By Military © 
Authorities 


The plight of Jews in Trieste.since the liberation 
over 4 year ago was described in last week's Jewisn 
CHRONICLE by a correspondent of Centropa News 
Agency. The correspondent quotes some typical 
examples of discrimination against Jews. : 

Dr. Mario Gentilli served as medical officer to 
an Italian partisan group and was often in action 
against the Germans. He was wounded, captured 
by the Nazis, and sent to a concentration camp. 
After the liberation, he went to his forme: residence, 
Piazza Tomasco 4, only to find it occupied by a 
Signor Debellich. 

Before the war Debellich, trading as “ Carlo 
Eltert, Forniture Per Navi.” dealt in fishing boats 


and equipment. When the Germans occupied 
Trieste, he offered his services to them and pros- 
Pered exceedingly as a result. Meanwhile, Dr. 
Gentilli was fighting with the partisans against the 
ermans. 
Debellich’s business was expand ng. He needed 
more space. So while Dr. Gentil was kent in 


a concentration camp, Debellich took possession of 
his home and converted it into offx es, with the 
consent of the Nazis. 


Protecting Collaborators 
On his return Gentil

all he had. to do state his case to the 
authorities and he would eect his home back Hie

was told, however. that it was against the law to 
dispossess people According tO this law, OPpo- 
nents of the former political regime who were 


forcibly deprived of their dwellings, or left them to 
gO into hiding, were not entitled to move hack into 
their homes This law, it should be observed. was 
passed by the Allied Military authorities in Trieste, 

Dr. Gentilli appealed once again to the authorities 
for the return of his home. After five months of 
Strenuous cfiort, he was handed the keys of his 


house. The next morning, however, his house was 
again reqursitioned by the authorities and handed 
back to. Debellich. A notice to that effect was 
pasted on the door of the doctor's house 

As the. requisitioning order was not properly 
Signed, a friend of Dr. Gentilli tore it down. Half- 


an-hour later the Mayor of Trieste appeared on the 


scene with a fresh order, properly signed, which he 
proceeded to paste on to the door. 
In the meantime Debellich had altered the style 


of his firm to Paolo Debellich, and advertised him- 
self as being some sort of agent for the British 
Ministry of War Transport

350 Germans until they were both killed 
ita was only 20 years old when she died 
After the expulsion of the Germans from Italy, 
one of the main streets in Verona was named after 


her. Her body was exhumed, buried with full 
honours, and a monument erected over the new 
grave. On the anniversary of her death the City 


of Verona arranged a public ceremony to whic 
her parents were invited and specially honoured.

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“A LITTLE CLOUD... LIKE 
A MAN’S HAND” 


TO the discussion that has been proceeding in_ these 
columns on the future of the Deputies—a question of some 
significance in view of the important part which the 
principal Jewish representative body in these islands ought 
to play in the coming critical years—Dr. Isrart FELDMAN, 
one of the Vice-Presidents of the last Board, niakes a 
notable contribution this week... Unlike these who find 
everything a matter for satisfaction where the Board ts 
concerned, Dr. FrLDMAN recognises that there 1s ample 
justification for a less complacent view. The “ root weak- 
ness. and deficiency" in the Board during recent years he 
attributes mainly to what he describes as “the absence 
of a co-operative and collective sense oi loyalty to the 
Board, as an institution, on the part both of its members 
and of the Cemmunities and organisations that elected 
them.” In putting this point in the forefront of his lettes 
he is right, seeing that it accounts for so much that 1s 
unsatisfactory in the Deputies’ work. 


That his assumption is a correct one, there can be Iittie 
or no. question Ihe Board, as such, does not held the 
place in the heart of its members. that its status and 
mnportanes should command It does not even receive the 
reverence due to itS vénerable age Had it done so, the 
events which so seriously undermined its prestige in recent 
vears, and started a communal fissure of grave poten- 
tulities, would have béen mmpossible. The mere attempt 
to treat the Board in this way would have been intensely 
resented by every Deputy and successfully resisted not only 
us an affront to the institution's dignity but, as was correctly 
foretold at the time, as a danger to the very Zionist Move- 
ment it was sought to advance. That these same unfor- 
tunate manoeuvres were actually carried through with such 
ease can be largely explained by the persistence still of 
the patriarchal tradition. under the influence of which: the 
Community. as-a whole was content to leave its allairs 
in the hands of the Board's Hon. Officers and other leaders, 
confident that by themselves they could qurle well maintain 
its prestige. But this tradition, so memorabiy enshrined 
in the favourite phrase of a former President who always 
referred to ~ My Board,” produced tts own particular evils 
Added to this has been the unfortunate tendency in certain 
«juarters. to cXaggerate and distort the importance of the 
Board itself, a grave disservice which has only. brought 
upon the institution the deadly eilects of ridicule, and 
deprived it of the appreciation of the real importance to 
which it is so fully entitled. bor this, responsibility lies 
us heavily upon our present-day demagogucs and masters 
of self-important garrulity as upon the pomposity in by- 
gone days of men hke the “ proprietor ~ of “ My Board 
All these abuses of the Board flow from the Community's 
own gross neglect to take its proper share in the instrument 
of its representation. Looked at in this way, the Com- 
munity itself has reaped the harvest of its own. apathy 
and highly unherorc resignation. Apart from these all- 
important general considerations, there are particular 
jeatures at the Board which call for correction 


A linnt should certainly be set to the overgrowth of 
the Board's membership under the influence of a modern 
trend which seeks rather to admit than to reject appheants. 
This tendency has not only rendered the Board unwieldy 
but it has imevitably—in the light of its inherent limita- 
tended to cheapen membership and thereby to lower 
the Board's prestige, first in the eyes of its members and 
then ‘in those of the Community in general. It is question- 
able whether the number of Deputies allotted to the Svna- 
gogues—one for every hundred members—-is justifiable. 
It is even more doubtful whether organisations and institu- 
tions should, in the interests of the Board itself, be granted 
the considerable groups they are at present allowed to send 
io the Board. With this system, double representation of 
members who are already represented as seatholders of 
Synagogues is unavoidable. It is particularly susceptible 
to abuse, since uf, in effect, places members elected by an 
indirect and often very narrow franchise on a level! with 
members directly chosen by a keenly-contested and wide- 
spread vote. In some quarters the opinion is held that 
the .Synagogues alone—the basis of the Board's con- 
stituents—should choose the Board's COMPOSITION, Ihe 
nied 3S, at any rate, arguable as a principle in all the 
circunstances One way and another there is little doubt 
that the whole electoral system should be re-examined and. 
if need be, overhauled. This ts necessary, viewing the 
Board ina sober and realistic light as principally a mouth- 
piece tor the Anglo-Jewish Communities’ views and with 
no edraggerated claims to Parliamentary comparisons, 

Dk. FreLDMAN pleads for a definite lead with a view to 
the Board more closely knit,’ and accordingly 
“iggests the provision of “a programme along lines which 
should immediately result in consciousness. among its 


members that they are privileged to carry the burden of 
our historic Anglo-Jewish Community, the direction of, 
which is no longer restricted to a specialised group of 
individuals but, both in theory and practice, is a task that 
is distributed. by a free franchise within the Board, amongst 
the rank and file”’ In plain words, he urges that the 
Board cease to be a cockpit for the struggles for mastery 
between groups, sections, or interests in the Community, 
and become what it is democratically entitled to be, a 
Communal Council, discussing the Communities’ affairs 
and exercising what influence and leadership its 
corporate wisdom can command. The policy of the 
‘closer knitting” of the Board is accompanied by a pro- 
posal to scrap the Executive Committee. This body, with 
its mixed personnel of Board and non-Board members, was, 
as Dr. FELDMAN pornts out, a War-time emergency measure, 
and he argues that it is now. no longer necessary. 


One point is made by Dr. Fitpman which 3s of far 
greater importance than appears on the surtace. He believes 
that the time is ripe for immediate steps for the revival 
of the Joint Foreign Committee of the Deputies and the 
Anglo-Jewish Association. He holds that this move will 
not only strengthen the Community, but will bring about 
the immediate healing of what he calls “a running sore, 
which is sapping our precious energies and which indeed, 
if allowed to grow, will inevitably undermine our very 
existence as an historic, compact Jewish Community.” 


Ihese are serious words, coming from a responsibie quar- 


ter, and cannot be lightly ignored. They clearly suggest, 
as in fact do our news: columns week by week, that the 
cleavage wrought in the Community by the destruction 
of the treaty between these two bodies is growing, and 
contains within it possibilities of highly undesirable 
consequences—consequences which may be as deeply 
regretted by one side as by the other. Already we can 
see what is happening, despite the most devoted efforts 
of the wiser heads. Action breeds reaction. As the more 
vigorous and ruthless elements on both sides continue to 
excite a growing hostility, events may well conspire to raise 


this tension beyond the powers of the present leaders to 
control. It is not just a simple matter ot each body going. 


its-own sweet way. Public affairs of this nature dont 
work like that. Before we know where we are the present 
fissure may develop into a violent and reckless war between 
extrenusts and, the present leaders swept aside, we may 
have the Community plunged into a state of atlairs+of 
real peril. Already the “ war-drums” on either wing are 
audible in all their reckless violence to those with ears 
to hears Dr. FELDMAN’S warning comes not a moment 
too soon, and it 1s to be hoped that the moderate and 
sensible majonty will appreciate the situation before 
it becomes—subtly, — unobtrusively, imconspicuously 
inretnevable. 


For various .reasons there is understandable reluctance 
even among some of the more moderate spirits in both 
organisations to restore the Jomt Foreign ‘Committee. This 
feeling 1s to be respected and considered in all its 
validity But then, there are circumstances which 
clamantly demand, tor the endangered common good, the 
vielding of even the most «understandable personal con- 
siderations and of even the most cogent “ practical ~ argu- 
ments. It is very possible that the re-forging of the links 


which the Joint Foreign’Committee provided between the 


two representative institutions would, even if it: did not 
immediately restore. harmony, at least “stop the rot” 
which ‘set in so soon after that ill-considered putsch which 
was intended to help Zionism and which. in effect produced 
the growing menace of the. possibility of a _ highly- 
organised, well-established, intiuentially-placed anti-Zionist 
body working with all the incentive of rivalry in 
this Community.

in cage against enemies, in haste, and in sentiment towards 
those who have fallen, settlements are made which are not 
too carefully thought out. Then, in peace, when prestige. 
long-term security, and trade begin to point their complex 
and conflicting conclusions, difficulues about the settling 
of the bill begin to.appear. The honeymoon of war. 
curiously, is over... Bargains made in urgency and conces- 
sions made in the flush of triumph, alike, seem markedly, 
less attractive. Before I deal in detail with the points raised

ATTACKS ON RAILWAYS 
Engines Blown Up 


Miliary and police in Palestine were searching 
this week for the perpeirators of attacks on 
passenger trains on Monday night, when engines 
were blown up and railway carriages set on fire. 
An Arab policeman was wounded during the 
attacks, which followed the distribution of leaflets 
by the Irgun Zvai Leumi in Tel-Aviv and Jeru- 
salem calling on the Yishuv to refuse co- -operation 
with the Palestine Government, to set up a Jewish 
National Government, and to proclaim civil 
drsobedience. 

An official communiqué states that “ concerted 
attacks were carried out by parities of armed Jews 
on three passenger trains this (Monday) evening. 
The aiiacks took place on the Lydda-Tel-Aviv. 
Lydda-Haita, and Lydda-Jerusalem main lines. On 
the Tel-Aviv line a train was halted by pulling the 
communication cord. Simultaneously a party of 
hetween 25 and 30 Jewish men armed with 
automatic weapons approached the train, ordering 
the passengers and crew to descend. The engine 
was blown up and five Carriages were ignited. An 
Arab policeman was severely beaten-up and his 
iflle stolen. 

"On the Haifa line a train appears to have been 
ste »pped im Simlar manner. Ihe engine was 
blown up and. an Arab policeman shot and 
wounded. On the Jerusalem line a train was held 
up by IS armed Jews and, as in the othér cases. 
ihe passengers and crew were forced to alight, the 
engine was blown up, and carriages ignited. 

Combined military and police operations to 
appre ehend the attackers progress. 

The train from Jerusalem to Tel-Aviv was held 
up four Kilometres from Tel-Aviv, at the Arab 
village of Sheikh Murakh, where a group of 25 
men wearing Arab clothes boarded the ttam. They 
then took off the Arab clothes, halted the train 
by using the pneumatic ‘brakes, and ordered the 


Jewish locomotive driver and his Arab assistant to 
leave the train. A larger group of aitackers then 
ordered the 200 passengers, both Jews and Arabs, 
under threats, to alight. An Arab constable who 
offered resistance Was beaten and his rifle aken 
away. The driver saw the aitackers throw into 
the locomotive a large tin containing dynamite 
which blew it up. The fire spread all along the 
irain, and only the mailbags could be rescued 
Strong muilittary and police detachments searched 
the neighbourhood and several passers-by were 
detamed for miterrogation 
Among the attackers were five girls 
The damage is estimated at up to LTO, 
Terrific explosions were heard late on Monday 
night m Hadera. According to unconfirmed reports 
ihe raihway line was biown up two kilometres north 
of the settlement. Details were not available. as 
the telephone lines were damaged by the cxplosion, 
Another explosion occurred on Tucsday morning 
in Mizrachi Street, Tel-Aviv. Police cordoned of 
ihe it 1s beheved that legal 
store was blown up.

RABBI MOSHE BLAU 
Palestine Agudist Leader 


The death has occurred of the well-known 
Agudist leader, Rabbi Moshe Blau. He died on 
Sabbath after being taken wl with peritonitis on 
board the French steamer Transylvania, on which 
he was travelling from Eretz Yisrael on a mission 
to France and America. The Rabbi was taken 
ashbre at Messina, where he passed away. He 
was 60 years old. , 

Rabbi Biau was a member of a family which had 
lived in Palestine for 127 years. In his early youth 
he was Secretary to Rabbi Diskin and later to 
Rabbi H. J. Sonnenfeld. In 1911, when he was 25, 
the Rabbis of Palestine sent him to Europe on 
behalf of the Old Yishuv, especially to the Rabbi 
of ‘Brisk, with whom he discussed important 
questions concerning the Yishuv. | 

in time he became the leading representative o! 
the Old Yishuv. He founded the Orthodox weekly 
Kot Isreaet 20 years ago, and had edited it ever 
since.. In 1930 Rabbi Blau was one of the Jewish 
representatives before the “ Wailing Wall Com- 
mittee of the League of Nations, and in 1939 he was 
a member of the délegation to the Palestine Confer- 
ence in London. Three months ago he appeared 
hefore the Anglo-American. Committee of Inquiry 
and gave evidence on bealf of te: Agudas Israel 
Organisation in Palestine, of which he was Chatr- 


man. He was. also a member of the Executive of 
the: World. Aguda, and director of the Keren 
Hayishuy (Pro-Palestine Fund), the economic 


instrument. of the Aguda for the building up of 
Palestine. 

Interviewed -by a JEWISH CHRONICLE representa- 
tive while visiting England in 1938 on behalf of the 
Pro-Palestine Fund, Rabbi Blau disclaimed any 
intention on the part of the Aguda in Palestine 
to meddle in the religious life of Jews as individuals, 
but he was adamant on the Aguda’s demands. that 
Jewish life in Palestine should conform to religious 
tradition so far as ‘communal regulations and 
ordinances were concerned. 

‘During a visit to this country’ a vear ago the 
late ‘Rabbi, addressing a mecting of the Manchester 
Agudas Israel OrganiSation. spoke of. the import- 
ance of creating a Jewish united front and deplored 
the lack of co-operation, on the part of the Jewish 
Agency, with the Aguda. But to the demand for 
a Jewish Commonwealth he said that the Aguda 
could not give their support until, the. relationshi 

between Orthodox Jewry and the Commonwealt 

was defined and a Jewish public life in‘ the State 
was assured 

The esteem in which. Rabbi. Blau was held beyond 
the ranks of his own organisation was shown on 
his 60th birthday two months ago, when all sections 
of the Yishuv joined in paying tribute to him. 


DEFENDER OF TEL HAI 


The death occurred recently, at the age of 60, 
of Christian. Franz van der Horen, a non-Jew, 
who. together with Joseph Trumpeldor, took part 
in the defence of Tel Hai. He was the son of a 
Dutch priest and went to Palestine towards the 
end of the Tirst world war as a newspaper corres- 
pondent, He was so much impressed by the 
Ziomst eflort that he studiéd Hebrew and settled 
in Metuilah. Later he marred a Jewish girl, and

ANNUAL MACCABI CONFERENCE 


The Maccabi Union's annual conference, held at 
Maccabi House, Compayne Gardens, was attended 
by 150 delegates representing Maccabi clubs 
throughout the United Kingdom.

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IN THE CAMPS 
By AUNTIE 


RAN into» Shimmon on Yomtov a couple of 

wecks ago, and very well and fit he looked: He 

ss on “demob" leave; and had not been back 
in England for some time. He had obtained per- 
mission from the authorities to spend his last leave 
in Germany.to try to trace some of his relatives. 
After supper we sat ‘and talked, and. he tried. to 
tcl} me all about what he had seen 

First of all, he explained how the refugees o1 
displaced persons had been put into camps. Some 
camps, he sand, were of one type and some of 
another. Some looked. like .a’ garden suburb, 
spread out, with small houses. In each house 
several people lived, but, alas, very few belonged 
to the same family. Some had been lucky enough 
to get in touch with dislant Cousins or friends and 
they tried to stick together to become a family 
group 

Other camps he saw had originally been used 
by the German Youth for thew group activities 
and sports. In these cases, there were greater signs 
of communal life, as concert halls and gymnasiums 
were sometimes sull standing. The people 
organised meetings for themselves and held classes 
and debates im the hall 

Shimmon had to as many people. as he 
could, and he chatted with them about their own 
plans for the future. Unfortunately, very few knew 
where they would be permitied to go, but most 
of them were optimistically and eagerly studying 
Hebrew, as nearly everyones great ambition was to 
go to Palesiine. Eretz Yisrael was their goal, their 
dream of the future home, and while English was 
being taught by the people who already kaew the 
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language because many had relatives in England 
and America yet their inward hope and prayer was 
to be allowed to proceed to Palestine. 

Shimmen had visited the workshops. and he said 
how wondertul # was to see boys and. girls who 
had been unable to do anything for emht years o1 
so, finding the way to make articles from the odd 
pieces Of wood and metal that they managed to 
‘scrounge.’ Pathetic it was to see their efforts 
and to hear the oft-repeated, “* But when -we reach 
Palestine, we shall be able to do such-and-such 
things 

But Shimmon showed us a brighter. picture when 
he described. how, in every communal school, one 
room was set aside for the tiny tots Most ol 
them were orphans, but the elder boys and girls 
looked atier them, and he told us their room 
looked like a nursery school in any ordinary. town. 
The walls had been washed clean and a coloured 
frieze of animals and gay pictures had been cut 
out and stuck on. The teachers iried hard to 
bring happiness and warmth into the lives of the 
litle ones who had been: robbed of ‘so much. by 
being born during the terrible vears of war and 
persecuuion, 

Shimmon gave me a special message to hand on 
to you, and asked me particularly to mention the 
children and how you could help by sending some- 
thing to Youth Aliyah. 1 hope he will be pleased 


and. surprised to see in. our “ Gifts to Funds’ 


column how you are alt thelping to bring these 


children. out of the Galut into a world of sun- 
shine Mis last words as he went out of the gate 
were, Don't let the littl ones wait. too long” 
—s$o now if is up to you!

Equal Pay Again > 


HE struggle to establish the prineiple of equal 


pay tor equal work promises once more io 
exercise many minds. For women the rssuec 
% one of paramount importance. Ihey have 


entered trades or professions and have had to con- 
tent themselves with wages or salaries on a lower 
scale than those paid to men employed in precisely 
similar work. Even in the Services, and notably 
in the Land Army, the wages paid to women have 
been less than those pani to men. 

The whole matter has been argued so often that 
it is simply repetition to set out the plain fact 
that in every instance where ii ean be proved that 


a- woman works as satisfactorily as a man, she 
should be paid equal wages. Unfortunately, there 
still exists a great body of women who them- 


sclves do not yet subscribe to this patent matter 
of justice, They still believe in the dependent 
status of woman, and argue therefrom that 1 
a man ss not paid higher wages than a woman, even 
if he docs no more work than she does ail a 
particular job. he will .not have the necessary 
spare cash with which to treat his eirl triends o1 
ultimately to keep: his wife. 

So the first duty of those who to-day see in the 
equal-wages fight a significant struggle is the 
enlightenment and conversion of members of ‘their 
own sex. For men. the issue is bécoming more 
and more clarified. The whole trade union move- 
ment is based on the principle underlying the 
present demand, and its successful working can al 
marty. poimts be prejudiced by adherence to the 
bad old savstem of cheap female labour. The 
enginecring trade, into which women have recently 
entered in considerable numbers, has been onc 
of the first to grasp the significance of the demand 
for equal pay as a guarantee tor the maintenance 


of wage levels all round. But it is in the realm 
of the black-coated workers, the clerks, civil 
Servants, and tcachers. that the most glaring dis- 
crepancies occur, and where, too, there 1s the 


greatest evidence of apathy or even opposition on
